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WORLD  MILK  OUTPUT  UP  FOR  1977; 
DAIRY  STOCKS  BURDENSOME 


Summary 

Milk  production  for  1977  in  36  major  producing  coun- 
tries will  set  another  record,  probably  2  percent  above  last 
year's  revised  estimate  of  387  million  metric  tons.  The  big 
contributors  to  this  expansion  are  the  USSR,  the  European 
Community  and  the  United  States,  in  that  order.  Australia 
and  Canada  have  been  successful  in  their  efforts  to  cut  out- 
put, but  the  results  only  partially  offset  production 
increases  in  most  other  countries. 

Worldwide  cheese  and  butter  production  for  1977  are 
estimated  up  3  and  2  percent,  respectively:  nonfat  dry  milk 
(NFDM)  output  is  expected  to  hold  steady,  since  consid- 
erable liquid  skim  milk  is  being  diverted  to  casein  pro- 
duction. Such  in  the  case  in  Oceania  where  casein  output 
will  be  up  16  percent. 

The  composition  of  world  dairy  stocks  is  shifting.  Butter 
stocks  are  expected  to  increase  by  yearend  to  24  percent 
over  beginning  levels,  while  cheese  and  NFDM  inventories 
are  likely  to  decline  by  7  and  4  percent,  respectively.  At 
prospective  yearend  levels,  stocks  of  both  butter  and 
NFDM  will  be  considered  burdensome  in  most  major  pro- 
ducing countries. 

Since  dairy  price  supports  in  the  major  producing  coun- 
tries have  risen  in  the  past  few  years,  output  is  generally 
outrunning  commercial  disappearance.  Increased  govern- 
mental donations  to  food  aid  programs  and  mandated 
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purchases  for  domestic  feed  programs  (as  in  the  EC)  have 
kept  NFDM  stocks  below  year-earlier  levels  on  a 
worldwide  basis,  especially  in  the  EC.  The  growing  stocks 
of  butter  are  now  considered  the  more  pressing  problem. 
Demand  for  cheese,  however,  is  up  considerably  in  most 
countries,  and  prices  for  that  commodity  are  considered 
firm. 

Casein  output  and  trade  are  up.  and  some  producing 
nations  see  that  commodity  as  an  attractive  alternative  to 
NFDM. 

Milk 

Current  forecasts  indicate  that  1977  will  be  another 
record  year  for  milk  output.  Most  major  producing  coun- 
tries anticipate  increases  large  enough  to  more  than  offset 
declines  in  Australia.  Canada.  Finland,  Argentina,  and 
South  Africa.  Worldwide  output  (36  countries)  is  expected 
to  total  395  million  metric  tons,  up  2  percent  from  the 
revised  1976  level.  Significant  gains  are  expected  for  the 
USSR,  the  United  States,  and  the  EC.  The  rate  of  increase 
for  the  United  States  declined  relative  to  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  but  the  prospective  EC  expansion  repeats  the 
1976  gain  of  2  percent.  The  Soviet  increase  reverses  the 
declines  of  the  preceding  2  years. 

Output  gains  are  also  indicated  for  Mexico.  Brazil.  Chile, 
Spain,  Poland,  Yugoslavia.  Japan,  and  New  Zealand. 

Canadian  milk  production  in  1 977  is  expected  to  drop  1 .5 
percent  because  of  stringent  penalties  initially  levied  on 
over-quota  deliveries.  The  penalties  were  refunded  when 
the  Government  determined  that  industrial  milk  pro- 
duction has  been  successfully  curtailed.  Nominally,  the  levy 
continues  in  effect  for  the  current  year,  though  it  is  reduced 


by  almost  20  percent,  toCan$7.00  per  hundredweight. 
Target  return  levels  for  this  year  were  raised  about  4  per- 
cent from  1976/77  levels  for  industrial  milk. 

Despite  the  effects  of  the  severe  1976  drought,  EC  dairy 
cow  numbers  are  steady  at  nearly  28  million  head. 
However,  significant  increases  in  dairy  cow  numbers  are 
occurring  in  the  United  Kingdom,  Italy,  and  Ireland.  The 
first  two  countries  are  making  a  deliberate  effort  to  reduce 
import  requirements,  and  Ireland  is  responding  to  favor- 
able profit  opportunities  within  the  protected  EC  market. 

EC  member  countries  where  production  increases  in 
1977  will  likely  exceed  the  expected  2  percent  Community- 
wide  increase  are  France,  the  United  Kingdom.  Ireland, 
Belgium  and  Luxembourg. 

EC  policymakers  have  announced  three  separate  pro- 
grams to  reduce  milk  production  and  the  attendant  dairy 
surplus:  all  are  expected  to  be  in  effect  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  They  are  the  co-responsibility  levy,  the  conversion 
program,  and  the  nonmarketing  program. 

The  co-responsibility  levy — 1.5  percent  of  the  target 
price  for  milk  deliveries — will  be  charged  to  producers, 
with  the  receipts  used  to  stimulate  use  and  disappearance, 
including  exports. 

The  other  two  programs  will  encourage  dairymen, 
particularly  the  smaller  ones,  to  convert  to  beef  or  sheep 
production,  or  simply  to  leave  milk  production.  Partici- 
pating farmers  can  receive  up  to  95  percent  of  a  single 
normal  year's  milk  receipts  in  return  for  their  partici- 
pation, which  will  run  for  either  4  or  5  years  depending 
upon  the  program  chosen. 

Because  countries  in  which  cow  numbers  declined  by  20 
percent  over  a  recent  5  year  span  were  excluded,  Italian 
farmers  will  not  be  eligible  for  either  the  conversion  or 
nonmarketing  programs. 

Switzerland's  and  Austria's  1977  milk  outputs  are  likely 
to  be  affected  by  quota  programs  intended  to  limit  surplus 
production. 

Swiss  deliveries  of  milk  dipped  1.3  percent  in  May  com- 
pared with  the  same  month  last  year,  the  first  monthly 
decline  on  a  year-to-year  basis  since  July  1975.  This 
coincided  with  the  May  I  introduction  of  individual 
quotas.  Greater  feed  use  of  liquid  milk  is  expected  as  a 
result  of  the  quotas,  with  production  of  milk  continuing 
high.  Commercial  deliveries  will  probably  be  reduced. 

Through  May,  milk  deliveries  of  Austrian  dairy  farmers 
in  1977  were  8  to  9  percent  above  last  year's.  Aware  that 
delivery  quotas  are  in  the  offing,  farmers  may  be  trying  to 
boost  1977  output,  upon  which  the  quotas  are  likely  to  be 
based. 

In  the  USSR,  the  poor  harvests  of  the  preceding  year 
depressed  1976  milk  production  2  percent  below  the  low 
level  of  the  year  earlier.  However,  1977  estimates  suggest  a 
rebound  of  4  percent,  to  92.4  million  metric  tons,  well  over 
1975  output,  because  of  increased  availability  of  feed  and  a 
slight  gain  in  cow  numbers. 

A  drought  early  in  1977  at  the  end  of  summer,  reduced 
New  Zealand's  milk  production,  but  the  1976/  77  dairy  year 
nevertheless  was  the  best  in  at  least  the  past  8  years,  with 


both  production  and  cow  numbers  up.  Milk  output  in 
1977/78  is  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  in  1976/77. 

Drought  and  changes  in  Australian  dairy  policy,  are 
factors  in  the  4  percent  drop  in  milk  output  in  1975/76  and 
the  estimated  further  decline  of  8  percent  for  1976/77. 
Industry  leaders  believe  output  may  fall  another  15  to  20 
percent  over  the  next  5  years  as  Australia  adjusts  to  a  diffi- 
cult overseas  market  situation. 

Recent  legislation  will  help  to  stabilize  the  Australian 
dairy  industry  during  this  adjustment.  In  its  first  stage,  the 
legislation  seeks  to  equalize  returns  between  producers  for 
export  and  producers  for  the  home  market.  The  second 
stage,  to  be  implemented  in  mid-1978,  is  to  add  production 
quotas  targeted  at  140  percent  of  average  domestic  require- 
ments, with  the  40  percent  intended  for  export  at  world 
market  prices. 

Butter 

Yearend  1977  butter  stocks  held  in  36  major  producing 
countries  are  expected  to  be  up  24  percent  from  those  of  a 
year  earlier,  the  result  of  over  2  percent  more  production 
and  nearly  static  consumption.  The  major  rises  in  output 
are  occurring  in  the  USSR,  the  United  States.  New  Zea- 
land, and  several  EC  countries. 

U.S.  butter  production  is  expanding  sharply  as  most  of 
the  increase  in  milk  flow  is  diverted  into  butter  output. 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  purchases  through 
the  end  of  June  amounted  to  82,000  tons,  compared  with 
less  than  200  tons  for  the  first  half  of  1976.  Thus  June-30 
CCC  butter  stocks  had  reached  72,000  tons  with  continued 
accumulation  expected. 

In  the  EC,  decreased  butter  production  in  early  1977  is 
likely  to  be  offset  by  increases  in  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
Butter  production  in  the  EC  for  the  first  half  of  1977  was 
down  5  percent  from  last  year's,  with  production  in  the 
Netherlands  dropping  by  19  percent,  Denmark  by  10 
percent,  and  West  Germany  by  4  percent.  Also,  consump- 
tion is  weak  in  most  EC  countries.  Accordingly,  July  15 
intervention  stocks,  at  366,000  tons,  were  98  percent 
of  1976  levels. 

However,  output  and  stock  accumulation  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  year  should  considerably  exceed  the  drought- 
reduced  levels  of  summer  and  fall,  1976.  Thus,  by  the  end  of 
December  the  year's  production  should  equal  1976  output, 
and  total  stocks  are  likely  to  be  significantly  greater  than 
1976  ending  stocks  of  406,000  tons.  The  1976  ending  stocks 
were  in  turn  43  percent  greater  than  ending  stocks  in  1975. 
Efforts  to  control  this  rise  in  stocks  included  concessional 
sales  of  butter  to  eastern  Europe  in  March  and  internal  con- 
sumer subsidies. 

Despite  an  estimated  6  percent  increase  in  1977  Soviet 
butter  production  to  1.3  million  tons,  an  expansion  in 
imports  is  expected.  About  45,000  tons  have  already  been 
received,  36,000  from  the  EC  and  the  remainder  from 
Oceania. 

Although  New  Zealand's  1976/77  season  butter  pro- 
duction was  estimated  to  be  up  nearly  8  percent,  stocks  are 
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considered  manageable.  Ending  1976  77  stocks  (May  31) 
were  estimated  at  93  percent  of  last  year's,  equivalent  to 
about  4  months'  supply  for  export.  Average  export  prices 
for  1976  77  wereat  SNZ  1,239  per  ton  or  55  U.S.  cents  per 
pound  for  first  grade  butter. 

Because  of  low  prices  on  the  world  market  and  reduced 
domestic  supplies,  Australian  exports  of  butter  in  the 
1976/77  season  were  only  one-third  of  the  1976  level. 

Cheese 

Expanded  production  and  increased  exports— often 
with  heavy  subsidies  to  countries  other  than  the  United 
States — have  allowed  the  EC  to  maintain  its  pre-eminent 
supply  position  in  the  world  cheese  market.  At  the  same 
time.  New  Zealand  and  Australian  difficulties  in  gaining 
and  maintaining  access  to  foreign  cheese  markets  are 
probably  factors  in  reduced  production  in  those  countries. 
The  United  States,  the  world's  largest  importer  (apart  from 
EC  internal  trade),  continues  to  build  up  stocks,  though 
production  has  fallen  relative  to  butter-powder  output. 

Through  July  U.S.  imports  of  cheese  were  44.000  tons,  6 
percent  above  the  comparable  year-earlier  period,  with 
increases  in  nonquota  imports  as  well  as  the  types  covered 
by  quotas.  Because  of  general  price  increases,  total  value 
was  up  15  percent.  Imports  from  the  European  Com- 
munity during  this  period  were  off  slightly  from  year-earlier 
levels. 

All  EC  nations  anticipate  increased  cheese  output  in 
1977.  with  the  EC  as  a  whole  expecting  a  3  percent  rise. 
With  domestic  consumption  up  1  percent  and  EC  exports 
to  third  countries  up  5  percent  over  last  year's  high  levels, 
continued  large  output  of  high  quality  and  specialty  cheeses 
would  seem  relatively  problem-free.  ECyearend  stocks  are 
forecast  at  12  percent  below  year-earlier  levels. 

New  Zealand's  Dairy  Board  cut  back  its  1976  77  cheese 
production  target,  bringing  output  down  to  72.000  tons. 
With  this  31  percent  drop  in  production  and  only  a  4  per- 
cent decline  in  exports.  May  31  inventories  were  58  percent 
of  year-earlier  levels.  Even  at  this  level,  stocks  may  become 
a  burden,  considering  the  possible  reduction  in  access  to  the 
U.K.  market  after  January  1.  1978.  Negotiations  are  in 
progress  to  maintain  access.  Although  some  EC  groups 
have  called  for  a  boycott  of  the  co-responsibility  levy  if  the 
New  Zealand  access  is  extended,  the  EC  Commission  is 
expected  to  suggest  a  1 978  quota  of  1 0,000  metric  tons  com- 
pared with  15,240  for  1977. 

As  in  the  case  of  butter.  New  Zealand  is  asking  the  EC  for 
an  adjustment  in  the  levy  on  its  cheese,  to  increase  the  net 
returns  its  Dairy  Board  receives  from  EC  sales.  Earlier  this 
year,  cheddar  cheese  sales  to  the  United  Kingdom  returned 
$985  per  ton  while  the  average  per  ton  sale  to  the  United 
States  was  S 1 ,4 1 6.  The  EC  Commission  has  recommended 
levy  adjustments  permitting  a  10  percent  increase  in  f.o.b. 
net  returns,  but  the  EC  Council  has  postponed  action. 

Australia  has  oriented  its  dairy  trade  toward  cheese, 
increasing  1976/ 77exports  by  50  percent  over  year  earlier 


levels.  The  Government  underwrote  export  cheese  prices  at 
the  equivalent  of  USS915  per  ton  during  January  to  July, 
1977. 


Nonfat  Dry  Milk 

Yearend  stocks  (36  countries)  of  nonfat  dry  milk 
(NFDM)  will  continue  oppressive,  despite  an  expected 
drop  of  4  percent  from  1976.  A  variety  of  disposal 
programs — Food  Aid.  livestock  feed,  diversion  of  liquid 
skim-milk  to  feed  and  to  casein — are  helping  to  avert  an 
increase  in  stocks.  Attempts  to  dampen  output  were  not 
consistently  successful:  overall  production  remains  at  year- 
ago  levels. 

In  the  United  States.  CCC  purchases  of  NFDM  in 
January-June  were  102.000  tons,  treble  the  1976  rate.  This 
brought  uncommitted  CCC  stocks  on  June  30  to  238.000 
tons — 33  percent  greater  than  year-earlier  figures.  This 
accumulation  is  expected  to  continue  with  yearend  stocks 
at  270.000  tons. 

Canada's  NFDM  stocks,  however,  will  decline  during 
the  current  year.  Concessional  sales  by  the  Canadian  Dairy 
Commission.  2  consecutive  years  of  declining  output,  and  3 
years  of  increased  domestic  consumption  are  likely  to 
reduce  Canada's  1977  ending  stocks  by  30  percent  from 
year-earlier  levels. 

EC  intervention  stocks  in  mid-July,  at  nearly  1  million 
tons,  were  73  percent  of  year-earlier  levels,  but  by  yearend 
they  are  likely  again  to  approach  last  year's  levels  because 
second-half  1977  production  will  probably  outstrip  the 
drought-depressed  levels  of  1976. 

A  3  percent  increase  in  EC  use  of  NFDM  is  anticipated 
for  1977,  with  the  1976  protein  certificate  scheme  replaced 
by  low  cost  sales  from  intervention  stocks  for  restricted  feed 
uses.  The  controversial  protein  certificate  program  resulted 
in  370,000  tons  of  NFDM  in  being  mixed  into  animal  feeds 
by  linking  feed  use  of  NFDM  to  vegetable  protein  imports 
and  production.  The  program  drew  a  recent  adverse  ruling 
from  the  European  Court  of  Justice. 

Although  milk  production  in  the  USSR  is  recovering 
from  the  low  levels  of  the  past  2  years,  imports  of  NFDM  in 
1977  are  expected  to  reach  30.000  tons,  about  8  percent  of 
total  supply.  To  date.  23.000  tons  have  arrived,  with  20.000 
tons  from  Finland  and  the  balance  from  New  Zealand. 

New  Zealand's  NFDM  production  in  1976  77  was  about 
the  same  as  in  1975  76,  but  exports  were  up  by  53  percent 
from  those  of  a  year  earlier.  The  average  export  price  was 
US$367  per  ton.  very  close  to  the  US$370  posted  by 
Australia  during  the  first  half  of  1977.  A  considerable  part 
of  current  stocks  are  committed  to  Spain  and  Japan  as 
animal  feed.  As  hope  for  continued  access  to  the  U.K. 
cheese  market  diminishes,  manufacture  of  butter  and  pow- 
der or  casein  becomes  more  attractive  in  New  Zealand. 

In  Australia,  NFDM  production  in  1976/77  dropped  by 
about  a  quarter,  almost  paralleling  the  country's  20  per- 
cent reduction  in  butter  output.  NFDM  exports  in  1976  77 
grew  slightly  (3  percent)  from  those  of  1975  76;  and 
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\911 11%  export  prices  are  now  underwritten  at  US$403  per 
metric  ton. 

Japan  increased  its  nonfat  dry  milk  import  quota  for 
April-September,  from  20,000  tons  last  year  to  60,500  tons 
this  year.  Imports  from  Australia  are  arriving  at  US$270 
per  ton,  c&f  basis,  under  long-term  prior  contracts.  Spot 
quotations,  however,  are  at  $370  to  $380  per  ton. 


Casein 

Casein  output  for  1977  in  seven  major  producing  coun- 
tries is  likely  to  rise  somewhat  from  the  preceding  year's 
revised  figure  of  132,000  tons.  The  leading  producers  are 
New  Zealand,  Poland,  Australia,  France,  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany,  Argentina,  and  Ireland.  The  United 
States  has  consistently  been  the  largest  importer,  bringing 
in  its  total  requirements  of  the  commodity. 

Casein  production  for  1976/77  in  New  Zealand,  the 
largest  producer,  was  62,000  tons — 17  percent  above  the 
revised  year-earlier  figure  of  53,000  tons.  May  30  stocks  are 
one-third  over  those  of  a  year  ago,  but  most  of  the  25,000 
tons  was  commited.  Casein  sales  to  the  United  States  in 
1976  brought  nearly  US$28  million  and  accounted  for  61 
percent  of  New  Zealand's  dairy  exports  to  this  country. 


Considerable  expansion  of  New  Zealand's  sales  to  the 
United  States  is  anticipated  for  1977/78.  Offer  prices  have 
moved  from  US$865  per  ton  in  the  fall  of  1976  to  US$  1 ,390 
per  ton  (63  cents  per  pound)  in  mid-September,  with 
imported  caseinates  selling  in  the  range  of  8 1  to  82  cents  per 
pound. 

Australian  output  of  casein  also  advanced  in  the  dairy 
year  just  concluded  there.  For  1977/ 78  there  is  expected  to 
be  less  pressure  in  Australia  toward  casein  production  as  a 
means  of  coping  with  a  glut  of  liquid  skim  milk  because  less 
milk  will  be  produced.  Forecasts  indicate  a  production 
drop  in  1977/78  (the  Australian  season  following  the  last 
one  shown  in  Table  1 1). 

Casein  production  in  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany, 
largest  casein  producer  in  the  EC,  has  been  steady  in  the 
past  few  years  with  no  great  change  expected  for  1977. 

The  United  States  imported  over  38,000  tons  of  casein 
during  the  first  7  months  of  1977 — 51  percent  more  than  in 
the  same  months  of  1976.  Some  of  the  recent  increase  in 
U.S.  imports  of  casein  may  have  anticipated  a  possible 
change  in  the  permitted  ingredients  of  ice  cream  in  the 
United  States,  but  the  increase  could  also  reflect  demands 
in  other  food  uses,  which  are  believed  to  be  expanding.  As 
of  mid-September,  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  had 
not  yet  made  a  final  ruling  as  to  the  use  of  caseinates  in 
meeting  the  milk-solids  requirements  of  frozen  desserts.

BUTTER  ACCUMULATING,  NFDM'STOCKS  HIGH  Z.2l.^

/      Milk  production  by  the  world 's  major  producers  edged  up  to  a  record  high 
in  1976.     Nonfat  dry  milk  stocks  increased  somewhat,  while  butter  stocks 
rose  markedly  and  cheese  production  continued  to  climb,   faster  than  either 
butter  or  NFDM.     Further  revisions  in  1976  milk  production  estimates  suggest 
that  output  in  major  producing  countries  rose  only  1  percent  from  that  of 
1975,  rather  than  by  the  2  percent  expected  earlier.     The  resulting  total 
of  387  million  metric  tons  was  a  record  for  the  37  countries  for  which 
reports  are  compiled,  1/  although  it  would  have  been  higher  but  for  1976 
droughts  in  northern  Europe  and  Australia,  and  short  feed  supplies  in  the 
USSR  following  short  crops  in  1975. 

Milk  production  so  far  in  1977  is  up  in  many  countries,   leading  to  an 

expected  2  percent  increase  for  the  year;   this  would  bring  the  total  to 

396  million  tons  for  the  37  countries.     The  largest  gains  are  expected  in 

the  European  Community,  the  USSR,  and  the  United  States,  which  are  the  world' 
largest  producers  of  milk. 

Stocks  of  NFDM  will  probably  decline  slightly  during  1977,  ending  the 
buildup  of  the  preceding  3  years,  although  supplies  will  remain  burdensome. 
At  the  beginning  of  1977,  NFDM  stocks — at  2.0  million  tons — were  equivalent 
to  about  6  months'    production.     Were  it  not  for  EC's  vigorous  disposal 
measures  and  the  diversion  of  liquid  skim  milk  to  casein  production  in 
New  Zealand,   the  stocks  of  NFDM  would  have  likely  increased  even  more  in  1976 

Butter  stocks,   on  the  other  hand,   are  likely  to  increase  in  1977,  con- 
tinuing the  trend  that  began  in  1976.     Despite  concessional  sales  on  the 
part  of  several  producing  countries,  yearend  stocks  are  expected  to 
reach  800,000  tons,  almost  a  third  more  than  in  January  1977.     At  that 
level,   butter  stocks  would  be  almost  a  2-month  supply  for  the  37  countries, 
and  would  be  regarded  as  uncomfortably  large.

Production  of  cheese  is  rising  faster  than  production  of  either  butter 
or  NFDM,   because  marketing  for  the  expanded  output  is  proving  less  difficult 
than  for  those  other  products.     Higher  demand  has  resulted  in  ready 
absorption  of  the  33  percent  increase  in  output  between  the  1968-72  average 
and  1976.     A  further  3-percent  production  increase  is  expected  in  1977, 
but  stocks  are  projected  to  end  the  year  below  those  of  the  year  before,  and 
equivalent  to  only  about  10  percent  of  the  years'    projected  consumption, 
probably  at  little  more  than  pipeline  levels. 

Policy  changes  affecting  the  dairy  industry  have  been  proposed  or  made 
effective  in  several  countries  so  far  in  1977.     The  EC  has  increased  the  target 
price  for  milk  about  3  1/2  percent,  with  almost  corresponding  changes  in 
intervention  prices  for  products.     It  also  has  extended  its  framework  for 
subsidies  to  reduce  surplus  stocks  of  butter  and  NFDM,  and  has  announced 
a  1  1/2  percent  producers'    "co-responsibility  levy"  scheduled  to  take  effect 
in  mid-September.     The  Australian  Government  has  approved  a  stabilization 
framework  that  may  lead  to  producer  quotas  by  mid-1978,  and  Switzerland 
has  moved  in  the  same  direction.     The  U.S.  milk  price  support  was  increased 
9  percent  effective  April  1,   and  a  somewhat  smaller  Canadian  increase 
became  effective  at  the  same  time.

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U.S.  DAIRY  TRADE  DEFICIT  ROSE  IN  1976 

AS  IMPORTS  GREW  AND  EXPORTS  DECLINED  u  7y 


Summary 

Reversing  the  trends  of  1975,  U.S.  dairy  exportsdeclined 
in  1976  while  imports  increased.  Even  though  the  level  of 
commercial  exports  increased  slightly,  reduced  donations 
of  nonfat  dry  milk  (NFDM)  pushed  down  the  total  value  of 
dairy  exports.  Dairy  imports,  on  the  other  hand,  gained 
because  of  an  increase  in  casein  and  cheese  imports.  The 
flow  of  foreign  cheese  into  the  United  States  that  was 
encouraged  by  strong  demand  for  cheese  and  relatively 
high  prices  might  have  been  heavier  if  the  United  States  had 
not  secured  agreements  with  West  European  countries  to 
reduce  or  eliminate  subsidies  on  certain  cheeses  exported 
to  the  United  States. 

U.S.  dairy  exports  in  1976,  worth  $112  million,  were 
down  8  percent  from  1975's  but  were  about  double  the  1974 
level.  Total  U.S.  dairy  imports  reached  S268  million,  about 
one-fourth  above  the  1975  level  but  considerably  below  the 
high  levels  of  1973  and  1974. 

Altogether,  the  reduced  exports  and  larger  imports  in 
calendar  1976  gave  rise  to  a  dairy  trade  deficit  of  $155 
million,  two-thirds  larger  than  1975's. 

Exports 

In  contrast  to  the  sharp  increase  the  year  before,  U.S. 
dairy  exports  slid  downward  in  1976.  Total  value  declined  8 
percent  to  $112  million,  while  total  volume  dropped  8 
percent  to  about  half  a  billion  pounds  on  a  milk-fat 
equivalent  basis.  The  reduced  1976  dairy  exports  resulted 
chiefly  from  smaller  shipments  of  NFDM  and  evaporated 
milk,  which  more  than  offset  significant  gains  in  infants' 
dietary  supplements  and  cheese. 

Shipments  of  NFDM,  the  largest  U.S.  dairy  export  item, 
declined  12  percent  in  1976  to  45,000  tons  valued  at  $50 
million.  Most  of  these  shipments  were  under  P.  L.  480,  Title 
II  (the  Food-for-Peace  program),  and  were  made  from 
Government-owned  stocks.  The  Philippines,  Chile,  and 
India — the  major  recipients — accounted  for  over  half  of 


the  total,  with  other  developing  countries  in  Asia,  Africa, 
and  North  and  South  America  receiving  most  of  the 
balance. 

Exports  of  infants'  dietary  supplements,  the  second 
largest  item,  totaled  $22  million  in  1976.  These  products 
increased  17  percent  in  export  value  in  1976,  and  went 
mainly  to  Canada,  Hong  Kong,  and  Taiwan. 

Evaporated  milk  exports,  worth  about  $12.5  million, 
declined  8  percent  in  1976  with  88  percent  going  to  Mexico. 

Cheese  exports  climbed  12  percent  in  1 976  to  $1 1  million. 
Exports  went  principally  to  Panama,  Japan,  and  Canada. 

Dry  whole  milk  exports,  at  $9  million,  rose  6  percent 
from  the  1975  level,  with  Mexico  and  Japan  receiving 
about  half  of  the  total. 

Butter  exports,  at  $600,000  remained  negligible  in  1976, 
with  most  shipments  going  to  North  American 
desti  nations. 


Imports 

Reversing  the  decline  of  the  preceding  year,  U.S.  dairy 
product  imports  rose  25  percent  in  value  to  $268  million  in 
1976.  On  a  milk-fat  equivalent  basis,  U.S.  dairy  imports 
increased  by  one-sixth  but  remained  a  very  small  portion 
(1.6  percent)  of  total  U.S.  dairy  supplies.  The  recoverv'  in 
dairy  imports  resulted  mainly  from  larger  shipments  of 
casein  (up  92  percent),  and  quota  and  nonquota  cheeses,  up 
6  percent  and  25  percent,  respectively. 

At  $207  million,  cheese  imports  comprised  77  percent  of 
the  total  value  of  dairy  imports  in  1976.  The  sharp  increase 
in  cheese  imports — up  23  percent  in  value  from 
1975 — resulted  from  strong  commercial  demand  that  offset 
the  effect  of  rising  prices  of  imported  cheeses. 

During  1976,  the  U.S.  Government  secured  agreements 
from  Finland,  Norway,  and  Sweden  to  reduce  or  eliminate 
subsidies  paid  on  cheese  exported  to  the  United  States.  The 
conditions  agreed  to  for  waiving  countervailing  duties 
against  cheese  shipments  from  these  countries — together 


with  earlier  agreements  made  with  the  European 
Community  (EC),  Austria,  and  Switzerland — have  led  to 
the  elimination  or  substantial  reduction  of  subsidies  on 
certain  cheese  imports  from  Western  Europe. 

Cheese  imports  from  the  EC,  constituting  more  than  a 
third  of  total  U.S.  cheese  imports  during  1976,  approached 
33,000  tons — about  equal  to  year-earlier  levels.  New 
Zealand,  Finland,  Norway,  Austria,  and  Switzerland 
accounted  for  most  of  the  remaining  cheese  imports.  Swiss- 
type  cheeses  and  a  basket  category  of  "other  cheeses" 
comprised  more  than  70  percent  of  the  total  volume  of  all 
cheese  imports. 

Imports  of  casein — the  second  largest  dairy  import 
item — nearly  doubled  in  1976,  reaching  51,000  tons  worth 
$53  million.  Even  with  this  sharp  increase,  casein  imports 
only  recovered  to  near  the  1970-74  average.  The  sharp  drop 
in  1975  imports  of  casein  was  caused  mainly  by  reduced 
supplies  and  high  export  prices  in  Oceania.  New  Zealand 
shipped  about  half  of  the  1976  total,  with  the  EC, 
Argentina,  and  Australia  supplying  the  bulk  of  the 
remainder. 


Fresh  milk  and  cream,  which  comprise  the  third  major 
dairy  import  category,  were  valued  at  $4  million  in  1976,  up 
13  percent  from  the  1975  level. 

Outlook 

Glutted  world  dairy  markets  and  export  subsidies  paid 
by  most  major  dairy  producing  countries  will  prevent  any 
significant  increase  in  U.S.  exports  of  dairy  products 
through  commercial  channels  in  1977.  However,  increased 
authorizations  of  NFDM  under  P.L.  480.  Title  11,  may 
bring  total  shipments  of  that  product  to  90,000  tons  and 
could  increase  the  total  value  of  U.S.  dairy  exports  in  1977 
to  $170  million. 

The  growth  in  U.S.  dairy  imports  probably  will 
moderate  in  1977.  Cheese  imports  will  be  limited  by  quotas, 
reduced  exports  subsidies,  and  relatively  low  domestic 
prices.  Casein  imports,  which  rebounded  in  1976  to  pre- 
1975  levels,  are  not  likely  to  rise  significantly  in  1977.  The 
value  of  all  U.S.  dairy  product  imports  in  1977  probably 
will  not  exceed  $300  million.

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WORLD  MILK  OUTPUT  SEEN 
CONTINUING  RISE  IN  1977 


Summary 


Revised  data  for  1976  indicate  that  milk  output  in  major  producing  countries 
rose  by  nearly  2  percent  from  the  year-earlier  level,  mainly  as  a  result  of 
substantial  increases  in  the  United  States  (up  4.2  percent)  and  the  European 
Community  (up  2  percent) ,  and  a  larger-than-expected  production  in  the  USSR. 
A  further  increase  of  nearly  2  percent  is  forecast  for  1977  as  a  result  of 
moderate  gains  in  most  dairy  producing  countries. 

Despite  the  severe  mid-1976  droughts  in  Europe  and  Australia  and  the 
restrictive  Government  measures  in  Canada,  the  worldwide  dairy  surplus  situ- 
ation persists,  especially  in  the  EC.     Stocks  of  butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk 
(NFDM)  in  the  EC  remained  high  at  vearend  and  are  not  likely  to  show  a  sig- 
nificant seasonal  decline  in  early  1977.     In  the  absence  of  massive  disposal 
programs,  EC  butter  and  NFDM  stocks  will  continue  growing  throughout  1977 
because  of  rising  production  coupled  with  reduced  commercial  demand.  Cheese 
production  in  Western  Europe  in  1977  may  be  held  in  line  with  demand  and 
result  in  a  moderate  increase  in  consumption.     Reflecting  higher  demand,  cheese 
output  in  the  United  States  will  likely  continue  strong  during  1977. 


Revised  1976  data  indicate  that  the  long-term  growth  trend  in  the  world 
milk  output  continued  in  calendar  1976.    Milk  output  in  1976  in  37  major 
producing  countries  reached  a  record  390  million  tons,  up  nearly  2  percent 
from  the  1975  level.     The  1976  increase  consisted  of  substantial  contributions 
by  the  US  and  the  EC,  about  2  million  tons  each,  combined  with  important  gains 
in  Argentina,  Brazil,  India,  Japan,  Mexico,  New  Zealand,  Poland,  and  Spain. 
Significant  production  decreases  occurred  during  1976  in  Australia,  Canada, 
and  the  USSR.     The  Soviet  decline  was  smaller  than  previously  expected.  The 
above  data  supersede  prior  estimates  (indicated  in  the  previous  circular  in 
this  series,  FD  6-76)  that  were  based  on  mid-1976  preliminary  data. 

World  milk  output  is  forecast  to  rise  nearly  2  percent  in  1977,  providing 
weather  conditions  for  pastures  and  crops  are  normal.     Moderate  gains  in  most 
leading  producer  countries,  resulting  mostly  from  higher  output  per  cow,  are 
expected  to  more  than  offset  declines  in  Canada  and  Australia. 


Milk 


Milk  output  in  the  United  States  in  1976  rose  substantially  (+4.2  percent) 
from  the  1975  level  to  54.6  million  tons,  the  largest  since  1965.     The  increase 
was  prompted  by  higher  farm  milk  prices  that  resulted  from  increased  commercial 
use  of  most  dairy  products,  especially  cheese,  and  a  rebuilding  of  very  low 
dairy  stock  levels. 

The  higher  milk  prices  encouraged  heavier  feeding,  which  resulted  in  an 
increased  output  per  cow.     The  higher  milk  prices  and  lackluster  prices  for 
slaughter  cattle  also  limited  the  decline  in  cow  numbers.     Since  October  1976, 
wholesale  prices  of  butter,  cheese,  and  NFDM  have  remained  near  their  Government- 
support  purchase  levels  and  the  CCC  has  made  unseasonally  large  purchases. 
Milk  output  in  1977  may  rise  1-2  percent  because  of  higher  yields  per  cow. 

After  running  considerably  above  year-earlier  levels  in  the  spring,  Canada' s 
industrial  milk  output  declined  sharply  later  in  the  year.     The  seasonal 
production  pattern  was  reinforced  by  the  1976/77  dairy  policy  of  the  Canadian 
Government,  which  has  been  effective  in  controlling  industrial  milk  production 
and  bringing  supplies  in  line  with  market  requirements  through  quota  restrictions 
and  a  severe  fine  for  over-quota  deliveries.     In  th<=»  last  quarter  of  1976, 
industrial  milk  and  cream  deliveries  were  estimated  to  be  down  one-fourth 
from  year-earlier  levels.     Milk  output  for  all  of  1976  was  almost  1  percent 
below  the  1975  level,  mainly  as  a  result  of  a  4  percent  drop  in  cow  numbers. 
If  the  current  federal  dairy  policy  continues  in  1977  Canadian  milk  production 
may  decline  marginally  from  the  1976  level. 

Following  a  severe  summer  drought,  the  generally  mild  and  wet  fall  in  most 
EC  countries  has  brought  about  a  marked  improvement  in  feed  conditions  as 
parched  brown  fields  were  transformed  into  bright  green  pastures.     With  the 
need  to  conserve  fodder  supplies  for  the  winter,  the  feeding  of  concentrates 
was  stepped  up.     Consequently,  monthly  milk  outputs  in  late  1976  in  all  FC 
countries,  other  than  Belgium,  reached  or  slightly  surpassed  the  orior  year's 
levels.     Overall,  Communitv  milk  output  for  1976  exceeded  the  1975  level  by 
2  percent,  mainly  because  of  the  strong  gains  posted  during  the  first  half  of 
the  year. 

It  is  forecast  that  the  EC  milk  output  will  rise  2  percent  in  1977  as  a  result 
of  substantial  increases  expected  in  Ireland  (+5.8  percent),  Italy  (+3  percent), 
and  the  United  Kingdom  (+7  percent).     In  Ireland,  cow  numbers  are  up,  and  pro- 
duction per  cow  is  rising  because  of  improved  cow  management  and  breeding. 
The  expansion  in  milk  production  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Italy — both  dairy 
deficit  countries — is  attributed  primarily  to  national  dairy  policies  that 
aim  at  reducing  need  for  heavy  dairy  imports. 

The  EC's  proposed  dairy  reform  package,  designed  to  eliminate  gradually  its 
chronic  dairy  surplus  and  reduce  its  costly  support  programs,  has  been  abandoned. 

Total  milk  output  of  the  eight  non-EC  West  European  countries  reached  nearly 
24  million  tons  during  1976,  up  4  percent  from  the  1975  level.  Increases, 
attributed  primarily  to  higher  yields  per  cow,  occurred  in  all  8  countries. 
Milk  output  in  1977  may  continue  its  long-term  expansion,  possibly  rising 
1-2  percent,  as  a  result  of  higher  output  per  cow. 

Because  of  rising  output  per  cow  and  increasing  cow  numbers  in  the  social- 
ized sector,  the  USSR' s  1976  milk  output  of  about  89  million  tons  was  larger 
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than  previously  expected.     Production  in  early  1976  was  below  year-earlier 
levels  on  account  of  a  shortage  of  feed  and  fodder,  but  output  throughout  the 
rest  of  1976  improved  as  feed  supplies  became  more  available.     Production  in 
1977  may  regain  the  1975  level  of  91  million  tons  as  a  result  of  heavier 
feeding  and  higher  yields  per  cow. 

Unlike  other  major  dairying  countries,  Australia  has  experienced  declining 
milk  production  for  the  past  6  years  because  of  droughts  and  adaptation  to 
shrinking  export  markets.     In  the  1*^76/77  season  an  additional  decline  of 
about  10  percent  is  projected.     The  severe  drought  that  plagued  the  main 
Australian  dairying  states  earlier  this  season  was  followed  by  heavy  rain- 
fall in  September  and  October,  and  a  gradual  recovery  in  output  is  nov 
underway.     As  a  short  term  assistance  measure  to  the  dairy  industry,  the 
Australian  Government  has  extended  its  minimum  returns  for  butter  and  cheese 
through  June  1977.     These  guaranteed  returns  are  designed  to  mitigate  the 
financial  hardships  that  producers  have  to  bear  during  the  period  of  adjust- 
ment and  to  avoid  too  rapid  a  contraction  of  the  industry. 

Continuing  a  good  start  in  the  season.  New  Zealand's  milk  output  in  the 
last  quarter  of  1976  was  6  percent  above  year-earlier  levels,  chiefly  owing 
to  excellent  grazing  conditions  and  abundant  supplies  of  feed.     Milk  pro- 
duction for  the  rest  of  the  1976/77  dairy  year  is  likely  to  continue  buoyant. 
Barring  dry  conditions  in  early  1977,  it  could  be  a  record  year  for  New  Zealand's 
dairy  industry. 

Butter 

Stimulated  mainly  by  the  incentive  of  price  supports,  butter  output  in  37 
major  producing  countries  rose  more  than  2  percent  in  1976,  reaching  5.7  million 
tons.     Production  boosts  in  the  EC,  New  Zealand,  Poland,  and  the  USSR  con- 
tributed most  to  the  increase.     Reflecting  lower  available  supplies  of 
manufacturing,  milk  and  the  priority  given  to  cheese  production,  Australia 
and  Canada  experienced  substantial  declines.     Largely  because  of  competition 
from  margarine,  butter  consumption  in  most  major  dairy  producing  countries  in 
1976  stagnated  or  continued  its  generally  declining  trend.     World  trade  in 
butter  grew  in  1976  with  nearly  a  one-fourth  increase  in  butter  exports  by 
New  Zealand,  the  major  shipper.     Reflecting  increasing  production  and  lower 
consumption,  butter  stocks — mostly  held  by  the  EC  and  New  Zealand — kept 
accumulating  during  1976.     Similar  global  trends  of  higher  production,  reduced 
commercial  use,  and  growing  stocks  are  forecast  for  1977. 

Butter  output  in  the  United  States  during  1976  approximated  the  1975  level, 
following  a  comeback  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.     Stocks  at  1976  yearend 
of  23,000  tons  were  comfortable.     They  exceeded  by  almost  5  times  the  near- 
record  low  levels  of  a  year  earlier.     The  wholesale  price  of  butter  has  stayed 
near  its  price  support  level  since  mid-October  and  large  purchases  have  been 
made  by  the  CCC.     Butter  output  may  rise  slightly  in  1977,  with  wholesale 
prices  remaining  around  support  levels  through  the  summer. 

The  EC  butter  market  was  not  relieved  in  1976.     Output  rose  by  about  4  percent 
as  a  result  of  sizable  gains  in  West  Germany,  Ireland,  and  especially  the  U.K. 
Consumption  kept  declining,  mostly  because  of  higher  retail  prices.  Stocks 
at  1976  yearend  were  about  100,000  tons  above  year-earlier  levels.     The  EC 
butter  situation  in  1977  will  worsen  because  of  the  shrinking  of  the  U.K. 
butter  market,  which  generally  absorbs  more  than  one-half  of  the  intra-EC 
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butter  trade.    A  termination  of  the  retail  price  subsidy  (of  about 
7c  per  pound)  at  the  end  of  1976  coupled  with  a  further  price  boost  after 
the  annual  springtime  price  review  are  expected  to  reduce  the  1977  U.K. 
butter  offtake  by  50,000  tons. 

In  Oceania,  Australian  butter  output  in  1976/77  will  be  down  sharply 
from  the  148,000  tons  of  1975/76  following  reduced  milk  deliveries  and  efforts 
to  maintain  cheese  exports  to  traditional  markets,  especially  Japan, 
New  Zealand,  however,  is  diverting  more  manufacturing  milk  into  butter  pro- 
duction because  of  bleak  prospects  in  the  international  cheese  and  NFDM 
markets.     In  its  1976/77  dairy  year.  New  Zealand  expects  to  produce  a  record 
279,000  tons  and  export  a  record  207,000  tons  of  butter. 

Cheese 

Cheese  output  in  37  principal  producing  countries  continued  its  long-term 
expansion  in  1976  as  prices  and  demand  remained  firm  worldwide.     Output  in 
1976  rose  nearly  5  percent,  reaching  7.6  million  tons,  with  the  U.S.  ac- 
counting for  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  increase.     Consumption  of  cheese  kept 
rising  in  1976  but  at  a  slower  pace  than  production,  giving  rise  to  nearly 
8  percent  higher  yearend  stocks.     The  uppermost  factor  in  world  trade  in 
cheese  in  1976  was  EC  exports  (excluding  intra  trade)  which  comprised  over 
two-fifths  of  the  total.     Reflecting  firm  demand  and  attractive  returns,  world 
cheese  production,  consumption  and  exports  are  expected  to  continue  expanding 
in  1977. 

At  1.5  million  tons,  the  United  States  posted  a  record  cheese  output  in 
1976,  up  nearly  one-fifth  from  1975.     The  increased  production  is  attributed 
primarily  to  rising  commercial  demand  and  the  resulting  diversion  of  a  large 
portion  of  manufacturing  milk  into  cheese  production.     Because  of  sustained 
very  high  production  the  wholesale  price  of  cheese  has  remained  around  its 
price  support  level  since  October  and  the  CCC  has  made  large  support  purchases. 
Reflecting  the  high  milk  production  cheese  output  is  expected  to  continue  rather 
strong  in  1977  with  wholesale  prices  remaining  near  support  levels  through  the 
summer. 

EC  cheese  output  in  1976  grew  1.5  percent — a  slower  rate  than  for  other 
dairy  products — largely  because  of  the  industry's  self-imposed  quotas  on 
production  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.     In  late  1976,  a  greater  part  of  the 
increased  milk  production  found  its  way  into  cheese.     Consumption  rose  by 
more  than  2  percent  in  1976,  reflecting  an  overall  firm  demand,  and  stocks 
declined  to  277,000  tons  at  yearend.     Exports  of  cheese  to  destinations  out- 
side the  Community  rose  over  30  percent  and  dominated  the  world  trade  in 
cheese  in  1976.     Production,  consumption,  and  exports  of  cheese  are  expected 
to  continue  rising  in  1977. 

In  Australia,  cheese  output  in  1976/77  may  be  down  about  4  percent  because 
of  reduced  milk  supplies.     New  Zealand's  cheese  output  will  probably  fall 
40  percent  in  1976/77  as  a  result  of  the  priority  given  to  butter  production. 
New  Zealand  has  secured  a  preferred  access  to  the  British  butter  market  and 
is  atteirpting  to  expand  and  diversify  butter  exports  to  the  developing 
nations  of  the  world. 
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Nonfat  Dry  Milk 


The  large  worldwide  expansion  of  NFDM  output  in  1975  was  not  repeated  in 
1976.     Production  of  NFDM  in  30  major  dairv  countries  rose  a  mere  0.4 
percent  in  1976  to  nearly  4  million  tons.     A  moderate  gain  in  the  EC  was  al- 
most fully  offset  by  major  declines  in  North  America  and  Oceania.  World 
consumption  and  exports  in  1976  each  increased  by  about  30  percent,  mainly 
because  of  the  FX's  massive  domestic  and  foreign  disposal  efforts.     As  a 
result  of  static  production  and  increased  consumption,  world  NFDM  stocks  grew 
at  a  much  slower  rate  than  in  1975.     They  amounted  to  2.1  million  tons  at 
the  end  of  1976.     Unchanged  levels  of  world  production,  consumption  and 
yearend  stocks  are  forecast  for  1977. 

Output  of  NFDM  in  the  United  States  during  1976  was  6  percent  below  that  of 
1975.     Output  was  down  through  June,  but  along  with  butter  it  exceeded  year- 
earlier  levels  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.     Throughout  1976  the  wholesale 
price  of  NFDM  was  near  its  price  support  level,  leading  to  large  support 
purchases.     In  late  January  1977,  uncommitted  Government  stocks  amounted  to 
about  185,000  tons. 

Production  of  NFDM  in  the  EC  rose  about  2.5  percent  in  1976,  mainly  because  of 
the  incentive  of  price  supports.     Consumption  of  NFDM  during  1976  increased  by 
one-half,   owing  ciiiefly  to  the  mixing  of  nearly  370,000  tons  into  animal  feeds 
and  exports  and  donations  of  about  200,000  tons.     In  order  to  phase  out  the 
outstanding  deposit  certificates  from  the  compulsory  feeding  scheme  fro© 
November  1976   to  mid-march  ]977,  the  EC  is  offering  intervention  NFDM  at  a  highly 
subsidized  price  of  about  10  cents  per  pound.     At  this  price  intervention 
NFDM  is  roughly  competitive  with  imported  soybean  meal. 

Along  with  butter,  Australia' s  NFDM  production  and  stocks  are  expected  to 
be  down  sharply  in  1976/77.     Following  the  diversion  of  skim  milk  into  casein — 
a  product  for  which  export  prospects  are  good — New  Zealand ' s  NFDM  output  may 
decline  nearly  15  percent  in  1976/77.    As  a  result  of  large  exports  for  animal 
feed  purposes,  mainly  to  Japan,  stocks  of  NFDM  are  expected  to  reach  the 
manageable  level  of  about  160,000  tons  bv  the  end  of  the  1976/77  season.
